This government baa unready show n to the 
Spanish government or assumed that the Vir­ 
g in ia , having a Ubited States regi-ter and 
carrying Hie Unite I States flag, was prim a 
facie an American vessel; at least I iii* char­ 
acter attached to her at the time of seizure, 
and hence the United States, In the absence 
of

The Spanish government has titan offered an 
opportunity to make proper explanations on 
the points and to Justify the condui t of those 
acting under its authority.

If it should be determined that the 
Virginias was an American vessel in the sense 
thai shielded her from capture her surrender 
would follow as a m atter of course and the 
firing ot a salute to our flag would not be a 
severe draft on Spanish pride.

patsengcrs and crew and for a suitable indem­ 
nity for the benefit of the families of those 
slain at Santiago de Cuba would depend on 
contingencies and on facts 
Spain lias before

United States government afisr long delays, 
the contests always being as to the lawfulness 
of their transactions, and our government has 
for many years beeu engaged in procuring 
the release from time lo time of Americau cit­ 
izens unjustly imprisoned or deprived of their 
property In the island of Cuba. 
White insist­ 
ing upon respect to tho United States flag and 
Hie right to navigate Hic great highways of 
nations without the exercise of the right of 
search or other molestation,.in repealed cases 
indemnity ha* been claimed for the families 
of those cruelly aud unjustifiably put to death, 
the latter cases of this kind being those of 
Speak man and Wyieth, who several years ago 
were executed at Santiago de Cuba. 
While it can t>» repeated H ut the Spanish 
Cabinet still manifests a disposition to do 
whatever their honor will warrant, and while 
the United States ask nothing more than what 
the facia in the present controversy may justi­ 
fy, there is, as yet, no such condition of af­ 
fairs as will authorize the statement that a 
conclusion has been reached placing beyoud 
doubt the surrender of the V irg in ia; for 
whatever agreement Admiral Palo, with his 
enlarged powers, may have made with Secre­

LATEST FROM MADRID. 


STARTLING ASFECT OF AFFAIRS.

On the 19th Gen. Sickles, by order of Presi­ 
dent Grant, delivered a formal- ultimatum to 
President Castelar, demanding prompt bog 
vigorous reparation for the insult to the flag, 
the restoration of the V irginia, the release of 
tho surviving prisoners, indemnity to families 


of the murdered and punHhmeut of (he mur­ 
derers; aud also a guarantee against future 
outrages 
in Cuba.

but no alternative was given. 
Gen. Sickle* 
wn3 also inslructod t* say that if Castelar did 
not comply with the demands In a week he 
should ask his passports and leave Madrid 
with the legation. 
The week expires to-day 
and no answer has yet been received. 
Every­ 
thing at the legation is packed up ready for 
departure. 
Sickles has no hope that the ulti­ 
matum will be complied with, and telegraphed 
to Paris yesterday to have all his official cor­ 
respondence thftt might be there kept for a 
few days. 
General Sickles in conversation says that he 
does not see how war can be avoided, os Cos- 
telar can give no a surance that the order will 
bo obeyed in Cuba. 
Public feeling Is also op­ 
posed to the concessions. 
Unless Castelar re­ 
sponds this evening, General Sickles leaves 
immediately. 
All the American ships in the Mediterranean 
have been ordered to Key West. 
In the event of General Sickles leaving the 
British Minister will probably protect Hie ar­ 
chives and American residents. 
President Ca9tclar is personally noxious to 
accept tho British Minister's good offices to 
eflect a compromise, but there is no hope to­ 
night.

SPAIN REQUIRES OBEDIENCE IN CUBA. 


H avana, Nor. 26.— A com m unication from 
the Spanish Colonial M inister to tho po­ 
litical Governor of the island under date of 
the 24th Inst, is published to-day in the offi­ 
cial Gazette. 
It is in substance as follows: 
The governm ent of the republic, resolved to 
secure the faithful ob3erVauce of treaty agree­ 
m ents contracted betw een Spain and foreign 
nations,desiring to avoid all grounds for dam ­ 
ages from citizens of such nations and moved 
by the sam e reasons which impelled the Coun­ 
cil of Ministers to directto the predecessor of 
your excellency then in command of the is­ 
land their telegram of the 15'.h of September 
last, has decided that you should order im­ 
mediate and strict com pliance with the In­ 
structions of the Ministry under my charge 
and should place the estates of foreign citizens 
acquired through the action of the guberna­ 
torial adm inistration in such a position that 
those having rights tliérein may enter into 
possession by order or said governm ent.

may take effect as decreed. 
This by order of his excellency is inserted 
in the G aceta for general information. 


CAUTIOUS SUMMARY OF THE SITUATION.

While it can 1)2 repeated that the Spauish 
Cabinet still manifests a disposition to do

'A notice was served upon 
Van Wagonen about the 3d of November not 
to sell him any more liquor, after which Van 
Wagonen claimed he furnished him none. 
$200 damages were claimed. 
The Jury award­ 
ed the plaintiff $100, which Is, we believe, the 
largest damages yet obtained in the coanty on 
such a suit.
